Newly corrected and enlarged from twelue pence the Quarter of Wheate , wnito 
chree pound and ſixe pence the Quarter according to the riſing and falling of the 
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2 Oraſmuch as ( gentle Reader ) 
in my laſt Booke, made for the 
24 Aſlize of Bread, which was 
22 grounded anddrawne (by ay | 
"> > all made) from the poyſe ofthe 
very graine of Wheate, and the 
perfect liquor which ſeaſoned 
the ſame, there was no Allowance given for the Ba- 
kers, eyther in reſpect of their baking, or y et for any 
other needful charges belonging vnto the ſame My 
ſtery, but the ſame Allowance was referred vnto the 
diſcretion of all ſuch Magiſtrates and Officers , as 
ſhould haue Authoritie to deale therein, according 
to the Dearth and Cheapeneſſe of all things there- 
vnto teceſſarie, as the time and place (here any 
ſuch Baker ſhould inhabite) required. As in, and by 
my ſaid Booke it plainly appeareth.

The fine Coc- King Henry the Third, ſheweth, that the fineſt ſort 
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not affoord the Bakers ſuch ſufficient Allowanees 
therein, as are anſwerable vnto all the charges of 
Baking at bis day,wherby ſome queſtions are made 
betweene the ſaid Officers and the Bakers concer- 
ning that matter: I haue therefore at at this preſent 
thought ir good not onely to reuoke my ſaid Booke 
(in reſpect of the ſaid Aſſize of Bread only: ) and to 
my great paines and trauell to dra and publiſh this 
new Booke for the good and true Aſſize of all ſorts 
of Bread now by the Lawes vendible vnto the 
Kings Maieſties Subiects in the Common- wealth, 
deriuing the ſame in euery ſort according to the 
Law: that is to ſay, that the halfe - pennie Cocker, 
and the pennie Cocket, made of the ſecond prized 


nie Wheaton Lofe, and the pennie Houſhold Lofe, 
taking their ground or Aſſize from the coorſe Coc- 
ket of ſeuen pound telue pence, according to the 
Statute in that behalfe, made in the one and fiftieth 
yeare of the raigne of King Henry the Third: and al- | 
though the ancient cuſtome & order of this Realme 
hath bin, that three balfe-penny worth of White 
Bread ſhould alwaycs weigh one pennie worth of 
Wheaton bread:and one pennie worth ofhouſhold 
bread ſhould iuſtly weigh two peny worth of white 
bread(as it appeareth by diuers old and ancient Size 
bookes hearetofore ſer forth :) Yer the ſaid Statute 
made in the one and fiftieth yeere of the raygne of

of White bread, ſhould bee drawne from the fine 
Cocker of fix pound cighteene ſhillings mentioned

in the {aid Statute, which differeth ſome what from 
the coorſe Cocker of ſeuen pound twelue pence , & 
is ſomewharleſſe in aſſize, then after the rate of the 
ſaid coorſe Cocket aforeſaid: which Law I haue fol- 
lowed in this my booke (omitting the odde FraQi- 
ons in money which are verie ſmall , and vaderthe 
value of one halfe-pennie weight) whereby euerie 
Officer may perfectly diſcerne and know, what e- 
uery ſort of bread ſhould weigh in true proportion 
and rate, and how to aſſize the Bakers in all ſorts 
of their breads according to the ſame Law, together 
with ſuch alowance towards their charges for euer. 
ry quarter baking, as is very reaſonable, and requi- 
ſite therfore tobe made and allowed, whereby all 
difficultie and queſtions hereafter may be auoyded: 
but alſo haue drawne the ſame vnto a greater and 
higher proportion in the prices of the quarter of 
Wheate then heretofore it bath bin, as by the ſaid 
rates it doth plainly appeare : beginning the ſame at 
twelue pence the __ of Wheate,and ſo rayſing 
the ſaid Aſſize by ſixe pence increaſing in the quar- x 
ter of wheate, vnto three pound fix pence the quar. APE caulk 
ter. And whereas it plainly appeareth by the olde pound fe 
Aſſize Booke (yet extant to be ſcene) ſet forth and Pencethe 
publiſhed in the twelfth yeere ofthe raigne of King 8 
' Henry the ſeuenth, being neere one hundred yeeres 
paſt , that cuery Baker ſhould then bee allowed two 
ſhillings forall manner of chargesin baking of a 
quarter of Wheate, ouer and aboue the ſecond price 
of Wheate , in the Market, by the which hee ought 
to ſize his bread : which two ſhillings was allowed 
in this manner, viz. | When 
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When wheate was ſold for twelue ſhillings the 
quarter, the Baker ſhouldbake after fourteene (hil- 
lings the quarter. And at fourteene ſhillings the 
quarter, hee ſhould backe after ſixteene ſhillings the 
quarter, as in the ſaid booke of Aſſize is to be ſeene.

therefore thinke it verie good, nece ſſarie and conue- 

nient for the better vnder ſtanding of all Magiſtrates 

and Officers, as is afore ſaid, that there be ſer downe 

in this booke of the Aſſizes of bread, that the Baker

teene billings the quarter, and the ſecond VWheate 
being at eighteene ſhillings the quarter, he is to bake 
after twenty foure ſhillings the quarter, & ſo in like 
manner as the price of the quarter of the ſecond 
Wheate ſhall riſe and increaſe. And al ſo that all 
Bakers inhabiting out of Cities, Boroughs, and 
Townes corporate, or in Cities, Boroughs, and 
Townes corporate, where but two of theſc ſorts of 
bread, vir. White and Houſhold are vſually baked Allowance for 
and ſold, ſhall haue foure ſhillings in allowance for eee ofthe 
their charges in baking of euery quarter of Wheate
